Councillors 
heading to 
court in October 


Editor 

A legal battle between a 
former Fort Erie politician 
and four members of its 
current council is ready to 
continue. 

A date has been set for 
Oct. 18 when pre-trial 
motions will be heard in 

In April, Fort Erie coun¬ 
cillors Paul Collard, Don 
Lubberts, Bob Steckley and 
John Hill were served 
papers after Tim Whitfield, 
the councillor for Ridgeway 
from 2006 to 2010, filed a 
lawsuit against them. 

He alleges a contraven¬ 
tion of the Municipal 
Conflict of Interest Act dur¬ 
ing the process of 
terminating the 

director of legal 
services Heather 
Salter after a series 
of closed session 
meetings. 

The grounds for 
Whitfield's state¬ 
ment is that on 
Mar. 26, 2012, 

Salter filed a work¬ 
place harassment 
complaint and spe¬ 
cifically references 
the four respon¬ 
dents in the case. 

The harassment 
complaint was later 
dropped for a pay¬ 
ment of $50,000 in 
taxpayer money to 
Salter, according to 
Whitfield's state- 

Whitfield feels 
the conflict lies in 
the fact that none 
of the four respon¬ 
dents made any 
declaration when 
voting on Salter's 
severance even 


though $50,000 of the 
amount was used to pro¬ 
vide them with a "pecuni¬ 
ary benefit." 

Salter was given more 
than $50,000 but that 
amount is not yet public 
information. 

David Hurren is the law¬ 
yer representing Whitfield 
and he said the case could 
last until next June. 

The date set in October 
will involve preliminary 
matters before a trial actu¬ 
ally begins. 

"There will be paperwork 
flying for a couple of weeks 
before and then maybe 
some examinations," said 

He feels Whitfield has a 
strong case but used 
Toronto Mayor Rob Ford's

conflict of interest case 
being dismissed by the 
courts as an example. 

"Generally speaking, the 
courts don't like to kick out 
municipal officers," said 

"This appears to be a 
pretty blatant case but you 
never know where it's going 
to go," he added. 

Eric Gillespie is the law¬ 
yer representing Paul 
Collard and Don Lubberts 
and he says there are a 
number of questions and 
concerns that will be raised 


on behalf of his clients, who 
he said feel they haven't 
done anything wrong. 

"All of the councillors are 
strongly of the view that 
nothing improper has 
occurred," said Gillespie, 
who is also well-known in 
Greater Fort Erie as the 
legal counsel for critics of 
the Crystal Beach condo 
project when it was brought 
before the Ontario 
Municipal Board in 2010.

He said one argument 
that will be raised during 
the court proceedings is 
that this matter being 
taken to court was insti¬ 
gated far too long after the 
decision to terminate 


Salter was made by coun¬ 
cil last year. 

"These types of matters 
are supposed to be raised 
within a few weeks after 
coming to light," said 
Gillespie. 

In Whitfield's statement, 
it is written that some of 
the information he is bas¬ 


ing his position on is 
derived from conversa¬ 
tions with Fort Erie Mayor 
Doug Martin about what 
took place during closed 
session meetings. 

"It seems to be coming 
from confidential, in-cam- 
era discussions," said 
Gillespie, who feels the 


source of the information 
needs to be examined dur¬ 
ing the court proceedings, 
along with a better under¬ 
standing of who will foot 
the bill once the case has 
wrapped. 

"These are legitimate 
questions that need to be 
answered."

Councillors could have come clean last year

Recently, it was 
announced that a date 
has been set for four 
members of Fort Erie's 
council and their court 

It’s been alleged by 
former Ward 4 Coun. Tim 
Whitfield that his foes 
Bob Steckley, Paul 
Collard, Don Lubberts 
and John Hill contra¬ 
vened the Municipal 
Conflict of Interest Act 
last year when they 


decided in closed ses¬ 
sion to terminate the 
municipality's director 
of legal services Heather 
Salter. 

Some people are say¬ 
ing this is a waste of time 
and that it should be left 
alone. 

I would agree with 
that only if the four 
members of council who 
are being tried took 
advantage of an oppor¬ 
tunity to come clean last 
year when Mayor Doug 


Martin demanded the 
disclosure of details sur¬ 
rounding Salter's termi¬ 
nation. 

When I spoke to Eric 
Gillespie, the lawyer rep¬ 
resenting Paul Collard 
and Don Lubberts, he 
said his clients are tak¬ 
ing the position that 
nothing wrong was 

So, why didn't they 
agree to release the 
details last year? 

If there's nothing to 


hide then I would assume 
publicly explaining the 
reasoning behind her 
termination would be a 
the first step.

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OLG and racetracks a perfect marriage until divorce 


Dear Editor, 


The towns of Hanover, 
Clinton, Dresden, Sudbury, 
Peterborough, Ajax, Fort 
Erie, and Ottawa, next year 
will join the towns of 
Woodstock, Windsor, and 
Sarnia that have already lost 
their racetracks as a result of 
the province cancelling the 
Slots at Racetracks program 
this spring. 

The OLG Modernization 
Plan began simply enough 
by looking at how to grow 
the business and pare down 
the 18,000 employees at the 
OLG. The powers in charge 
at the time - the Dalton gang 
(of which our current 
Premier and Agriculture 
Minister was at least a close 
associate member) but 
apparently not involved with 
plotting a new course of 
action for the OLG that has 
led to the destruction of the 
racing industry and the 
30,000 to 60,000 estimated 
jobs attached to that indus¬ 


try. 

The Dalton gang, espe¬ 
cially the deputy sheriff 
Dwight Duncan were daz¬ 
zled by the large foreign 
gaming companies that 
came to town and promised 
riches for all... and would 
gladly get rid of the expen¬ 
sive 18,000 OLG employees 
and build new casinos 
throughout the province to 
ensure that there would be a 
casino as close as your Tim 
Horton's are today...corner¬ 
ing the market on gaming. 

All the province had to do 
was divorce their current 
business partners - the race¬ 
tracks - and give up control 
of gaming by signing 30-year 
contracts with them. 

The province proceeded 
down this path, divorcing 
the racetracks by terminat¬ 
ing the Slots at Racetracks 
program, without doing a 
proper cost-benefit analysis 
as to the economic fallout 
that may occur in the racing 
industry and cities like Sault 
Ste. Marie which have over 
1,300 OLG employees. 


This is not just about los¬ 
ing 30,000 to 60,000 jobs in 
the racing industry. It is 
about privatizing the lottery 
and gaming business, which 
involves close to a total of 
78,000 jobs and giving up 
control of how gaming is 
operated. So, you would 
think that with this kind of 
economic activity on the line 
that some public consulta¬ 
tion would take place. 
Unfortunately, it did not. 

The province also under¬ 
estimated the pushback by 
many communities, most 
recently the city of Toronto, 
which said “no" to locating a 
casino in the downtown 

Premier Wynne realized 
right from the start of her 
reign that she was in trouble 
with the rural folks and 
appointed herself the 
Agriculture Minister, put on 
the rubber boots, and even 
ventured out to try and 
soothe the country folks who 
are upset with losing then- 
local racetracks and having 
no say in the location of 


wind turbines next to prop¬ 
erties that they have farmed 
for generations. 

She even fired the archi¬ 
tect of the Modernization 
Plan Paul Godfrey - a sign 
the rural folks thought could 
give hope that the local race¬ 
tracks might be saved. A 
panel was struck, known as 
the OMAFRA Panel, consist¬ 
ing of 3 former cabinet min¬ 
isters of various party stripes, 
tasked with trying to mini¬ 
mize the damage from the 
termination of the Slots at 
racetracks program... and to 
try to quell the rural upris¬ 
ing. The task was to look at 
the racing industry and 
assess what was necessary 
to grow and sustain the 
industry. Unfortunately, 
their mandate did not 
include looking at a return 
to revenue sharing for 

The Panel did negotiate 
some interim transition 
agreements with a number 
of tracks seeing the race 
dates drop from 50% to 75% 
of the dates raced in the pre¬ 


vious years at most tracks. 

The panel recently 
released a report that pro¬ 
posed growing the racing 
industry in a sustainable 
manner and integrating rac¬ 
ing into the OLG modern¬ 
ization plan. The only catch: 
this new business model 
would mean going from 17 
racetracks to only 5 tracks 
located in the central region 
in Ontario. 

Country folks might not 
be that sophisticated but 
they can do simple math: 
17-5=12 racetracks that will 
close. It is difficult for coun¬ 
try folk to understand how 
you can say this is “growing” 
an industry and making it 
self-sustaining. 

The country folk in 
Hanover, Clinton, Dresden, 
Sudbury, Peterborough, 
Ajax, Fort Erie, Ottawa, 
Woodstock, Windsor and 
Samia understand that their 
tracks will no longer exist if 
the government implements 
the OMAFRA panel recom¬ 
mendations. 

The OLG seems to be 


going ahead with its plan to 
privatize the casino busi¬ 
ness, calling for proposals 
for the central Ontario region 
- an ominous sign that 
seems to indicate that racing 
industry has been thrown 
under the bus and that the 
thousands of rural jobs will 
disappear once the modern¬ 
ization of the OLG is com¬ 
plete if they follow what 

This is bad politics and 
bad economic policy. The 
Auditor General has been 
called in to look at the wis¬ 
dom of terminating the Slots 
at Racetracks program, but it 
will likely be too late to undo 
the damage caused in these 
rural areas by the time he 
reports on this matter. The 
horses and jobs will be 
gone. 

I believe that Premier/ 
Agriculture Minister Wynne 
understands the issues, as 
she did give Mr. Godfrey the 
boot, sending him back to 
his newspaper business, but 
now Premier Wynne needs 
to take the next step 
toward mending fences 
with the rural folks and 
then city cousins who do 
not seem to want casinos 
on every street corner in 
their cities. All she has to 
do is renew the revenue 
sharing agreements with 
racetracks, include the 
proper checks and bal¬ 
ances that were missing 
in the Slots at Racetracks 
Program, and expand 
gaming at racetracks to 
generate more revenue 
at venues in which the 
public is already com¬ 
fortable with having 
gaming activity and that 
have had a 14-year track 
record of successful, 
responsible gambling. 

It is that simple ... 
something even country 
folk can understand. 

We in Ontario can ill 
afford to lose any more 
jobs in this province with 
so many of our youth 
unemployed.

New Brunswick 
reptiles coming to 
Stevensville

Several reptiles seized 
from a New Brunswick 
shop, where police say two 
young boys were strangled 
by a python, will soon call 
Safari Niagara home. 

Three dwarf caiman 
crocodiles are expected to 
arrive at the Stevensville 

The animals will under¬ 
go a 30-day quarantine 
and then be placed in 
Safari Niagara's newly rep¬ 
tile house. 

The 27 illegal animals 
seized from Reptile Ocean 
in Campellton, N.B. after 
the tragic deaths of Noah 
and Connor Barthe earlier 
this month have all been 
moved to Ontario. 

Bry Loyst, curator of the 
Indian River Reptile Zoo, a 
non-profit zoo in 
Peterborough, Ont., assist¬ 
ed the RCMP and the N.B. 
Department of Natural 
Resources in removing and 
relocating the displaced 


animals. 

The animals include 
snakes, turtles and croco¬ 
diles. None of the snakes 
seized are dangerous, 
Loyst said. 

An African rock python 
that escaped and killed 
Noah, 4, and Connor, 6, 
was euthanized a day after 
the boys were found dead 
in the apartment above the 

A preliminary autopsy 
found the boys died of 
asphyxiation. 

"Safari Niagara extends 
their condolences to the 
Barthe family and the 
community of Campellton, 
N.B. during this difficult 
time," said Tim Tykolis, 
Safari Niagara's general 
manager. 

This is second time 
Safari Niagara has come to 
the aid of displaced ani- 

In July, the zoo wel¬ 
comed five monkeys, four 
parrots and wo gibbons 
from the Calgary Zoo fol¬ 
lowing June's devastating 
floods in Alberta.

Furry Farm a great place

Dogs have feelings too. 

Last week, the Furry Farm in 
Stevensville held an open house to 
showcase all it has to offer, such as 
therapeutic swimming sessions and 
the expertise of a St. Catharines- 
based veterinarian who spoke about 
arthritis in canines and the different 
measures that can be taken to reme¬ 
dy pain your furry friend might be 
experiencing. 

Tanya Lowrey from Huntington 
Animal Hospital provided her exper¬ 
tise to pet owners who are already 
clients at the Furry Farm and even 
some new pet owners who were inter¬ 
ested in learning more. 

Lowrey said as a dog gets older, 
changes in its cartilage is what can 
cause some ailments but good old 


fashioned exercise can make a world 
of difference for an aging pooch.

RINGWORM' 


Ringworm is a common name for fungal skin infections. These types of infections 
are also referred to as tinea. They affect approximately 10% to 20% of the population. 
Ringworm appears as rings or round red patches with clear centers and red, scaly borders. 
Tinea can affect the scalp, nails, or skin. 

Management for superficial fungal infections involves some simple non-drug 
methods, and over-the-counter remedies in the form of sprays lotions and creams. Affected 
individuals should try to reduce moisture in the affected area. Loose-fitted clothing made 
of cotton or material that absorbs moisture should be worn. The skin should be dried 
completely before covering with clothing. If the infection involves the feet, flip flops should 
be worn with bare feet to prevent spread to others and reinfection. 

There are also many topical antifungal agents available. Examples include CANESTEN 
CREAM (clotrimazole), NIZORAL SHAMPOO (ketoconazole), and M0NISTAT-DERM 
(miconazole), to name a few. Creams and solutions are useful because they can be rubbed 
into the area. Solutions work in hairy areas because they are easier to apply. Powders can 
serve as useful additions to creams and solutions. They are helpful when the infection is wet 
or oozing, or where a drying agent is needed. When applying the antifungal product it should 
be applied to the lesion as well as one to two inches around the lesion. The antifungal should 
also be used for one to two weeks after lesions clear to reduce the rate of recurrence. 
Patients who have diabetes, or those who are immunosuppressed may need prescription 
oral therapy. It is best for your doctor to assess theses fungal infections. Fungal infections 
of the nail are also resistant to over-the-counter treatment. 

There are some home remedies for treating nail fungus. Patients have tried applying 
VICS VAPORUB and tea tree oil. There is not a lot of evidence to suggest the efficacy of these 
products for this condition, however some people may wish to try them before resorting to 
an oral medication. 

If you think you may be affected by a fungal infection there are a number of treatment 
options available. Most issues can be resolved with some persistence and the proper 
product. Please speak to your pharmacist about what option is best for you.

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Fort Erie dragon-boater brings home hardware

Canada has a solid rep¬ 
utation for hockey, 
lacrosse, vast open lands 
and even dragon boating. 

The sport has been 
around in Canada for 
about 25 years, and is a 
growing activity that is 
producing a lot of top- 
notch paddlers. 

John Gagnon is one of 
those distinguished pad¬ 
dlers, who calls Fort Erie 


With the Welland 
International Flatwater 
Centre just down the road 
from Fort Erie, Gagnon 
paddles with the Welland 
Warlocks, and just recent¬ 
ly returned from the 11th 
World Dragon Boat Racing 
Championships that were 
held in Szeged, Hungary. 

At69-years-old, Gagnon 
tried out for the Canada 
National team, and was 
accepted. 

Along with a boat of 22 
other men, over the age of 


60, they paddled their way 
to success at the world 
championships. 

Of the 400 Canadian 
paddlers to participate, 
they brought home 50 
medals, 30 of them being 
gold. 

As Canada continued to 
clean up at the world 
championships, other 
countries grew tired of 
hearing the Canadian 
national anthem being 
played at the podium. 

Gagnon said much of 
the success of his team

was the fact that they 
worked together and had 
a strong coach in Doug 

“It’s a team effort, if one 
person makes a mistake 
you’ll lose the race,” said 
Gagnon. 

Dragon boaters in seven 
age categories, from 15 
and 16 year junior crews 
to people in their 70s, 
raced 200,1,000 and 2,000 
metre distances at the 
event that attracted more 
than 3,500 athletes. 

Jones coached Canada’s 
three entries in the over- 
60 class, which included 
Gagnon. 

"Wherever I’ve gone to 
watch dragon boating 
Doug Jones’ name comes 
up. He’s very well-known 
and respected,” said Ruby 
Smith, spectator. 

“He’s produced a lot of 
winning teams, he has a 
very unique style and 
technique for paddling. 
We pull as much water as 
we can, and average about 
66 to 70 strokes a minute,” 
said Gagnon. 

For Gagnon, this was 
his first time competing 
in the world champion¬ 
ships, as he’s fairly new to 
the sport of dragon boat¬ 
ing. He began in 2010 
after a visit with his audi¬ 
ologist who was involved 
in the sport. 

"My audiologist said I 
looked fit and that I 
should try it, so I did. The 
first time was in a pool 
and it was really hard. I 
thought it was too much 
for me, but as you get into 


a boat on the water it gets 
into your blood,” said 
Gagnon. 

Three years later, he has 
close to 30 medals, and 
has competed in the 
national championships, 
which were held in 
Montreal. 

Dragon boating is a flat- 
water sport that focuses 
on team building exercise. 
It puts 20 paddlers, a 
drummer and a steer per¬ 
son into a large canoe and 
it is the most popular of 
the three paddling activi¬ 
ties offered by the South 
Niagara Canoe Club. 

The sport is accessible, 
and people who have 
never thought of them¬ 
selves as athletes can 
come out and partake in 
the sport. 

"It really keeps you fit - 
anyone can do it. If you’re 
not fit when you first start 
you will be,” said Gagnon. 

They practice three 
times a week, 10-months 
of the year. Training can 
also be done in pools to 
keep athletes sharp. 

Despite the fact that the 
2,000 metre race only 
takes about eight to nine 
minutes to complete, it 
takes a lot of energy and 
skill to successfully glide 
the boat to victory. 

It’s a whole body sport 
when paddlers are using 
the proper techniques. 
It’s a sport that you get 
out what you put into it. 

For Gagnon and Smith 
being in Hungary for 10 
days isn’t something they 
will forget. 


Szeged is known as the 
City of Sunshine, and 
boasts a recently renovat¬ 
ed regatta course that is 
2,250 metres long, 12-ki- 
lometres wide and 3.5 to 4 
metres deep. The Maty 
stream Water Centre was 
opened in June 1981 and 
over the past 30 years has 
become one of the most 
popular kayak-canoe 
courses in the world. 
Because of favourable 
wind conditions, it is con¬ 
sidered one of the fairest 
courses in the world. 

Next for Gagnon, he will 
be competing in the Great 
White North (GWN) race 
in Toronto, which will 
host over 200 teams. 

The GWN competition 
will be held at Marilyn 
Bell Park’s western beach¬ 
es watercourse, which is a 
world class venue. 

The event, which is 
expected to draw over 
5,000 participants and 
20,000 spectators, will 
take place Sept. 7 and 8. 

The 2015 World Dragon 
Boat Championships will 
be held in Welland, which 
will have the opportunity 
to show off their top notch 
facility to the world. 

Gagnon plans to try out 
for the Canada National 
team for 2015. 

With dragon boating 
growing in popularity 
Jones is always looking to 
get new people involved.

Canadians heading into 
the United States could 
be facing longer than 
usual delays and height¬ 
ened security at Niagara’s 


international bridges this 
week because President 
Barack Obama is expect¬ 
ed to visit Buffalo. 

“(It) is still part of our 
busy travel season and 
the best advice that I can 
give people is to check 
our traffic number for 
bridge delays at 1-800- 
715-6722 for traffic con¬ 
ditions at all of our bridg¬ 
es,” said Brent Gallagher, 
manager of agency rela¬ 
tions and security for the 
Niagara Falls Bridge 
Commission. 

The commission looks 


after the Queenston- 
Lewiston, the Rainbow 
and the Whirlpool bridg- 

Gallagher said he hasn’t 
heard anything from U. S. 
Customs, and while he 
can’t predict what traffic 
conditions will be like 
when the president visits 
the area, travellers “need 
to be prepared” because 
it could take a bit longer 
when crossing the border 
this time of the year. 

“We haven’t received 
any indication from a 
government agency about 


any extra ordinary secu¬ 
rity measures, but check 
our traffic line, have your 
documents ready and be 
prepared to answer all 
questions and you will 
get through quicker," said 
Gallagher. 

While details of the 
president’s visit still 
remain a secret for now, 
news sources on the 
American side of the bor¬ 
der say the president 
plans to visit the Buffalo, 
Syracuse, Binghamton 
and Scranton, Pa., areas. 

According to White 


House spokesman Keith 
Maley, the president will 
be on a two-day bus tour 
travelling through New 
York and Pennsylvania 
next Thursday and Friday 
to talk about “another 
cornerstone of his vision 
for a better bargain for 
the middle class.” 

Richard Misztal, 
spokesman for U. S. 
Customs and Border 
Protection, said he 
doesn’t expect to see a 
difference in traffic pat¬ 
terns, but travellers need 
to be prepared in case 


delays 

there are delays and the 
best way to stay informed 
is to check border wait 
times and to have all doc¬ 
uments ready when pull¬ 
ing up to the bridge. 

"We don’t expect any¬ 
thing, but you never 
know. It’s still summer so 
it’s best to check before 
you go,” said Misztal.
